LABOR CONDITIONS.—British Columbia.— 
The same lack of employment for labor 
which exists generally throughout the coun- 
try is also evident on Vancouver Island, ac- 
cording to a report made by A. E. Smith, 
U. S. Consul at Victoria, B. C. “‘A year ago 
it was impossible to get men to perform the 
labor required; enterprises were abandoned, 
and work suspended. As a consequence, wages 
reached unprecedented figures. The lumber 
mills on the island also suffered from lack 
of labor. Thus the large mills at Chemainus 
and at Mosquito Harbor found difficulty in 
fulfilling contracts. With the financial strin- 
gency which set in at New York in October 
a decided change took place. The decline in 
price and almost entire cessation of demand 
for lumber has caused the two largest lumber 
mills on the island, principally owned by 
Americans, to close down entirely, thus caus- 
ing many idle men. The half-dozen other 
mills are running only at half time, as their 
yards are filled with lumber for which there 
is no demand. It may be stated that the 
lumber mill at Mosquito Harbor shipped to 
New York by direct steamer last year 20,- 
000,000 ft. of lumber and shingles. The cop- 
per mines at Mount Sicker are also closed. 
The city of Victoria has endeavored to assist 
in giving work to laborers, by making im- 
provements not heretofore contemplated.”
